Swing close the privacy door and you're sur- 
rounded by spacious silence—deep pile car- 
peting on the sidewalls above V-berths that rival 
a queen-size bed’s dimensions. Your guests 
enjoy the same privacy in the Victoria's main 
cabin with a deep, cushioned, lounge that 
converts to double bunks long enough for the 
lankiest pro basketball center.
